Area  : — 2,411  ncies,  of  which  1,217  ncres  is  ('oinninii 
I’ustiire  liuud. 

Situation,  Sou,,  Etc: — The  followin»‘  account  is 
given  in  ‘‘Beverlac”  : — “lieverlej'  is  .situated  9 miles 
from  Hull.  It  is  remarkable  tor  its  cleanliness,  and 
s])acious,  dry,  and  airy  streets.  The  breadth  ot  the  town 
bears  no  proportion  to  its  extreme  length,  which,  from 
the  entrance  at  the  (las  Works  to  the  North  Bar  is  uj)- 
wards  ot  a mile  in  extent.  Its  immediate  vicinity  towards 
the  north  and  west  is  elevated, .. .and  altogether  it  may  be 
rajiked  as  one  of  (lie  most  desiiable  residences  in  the 
nortli  of  Flngland.” 

I’he  height  above  sea-level  varies  from  20  to  50  feet. 

In  the  regular  strata  of  the  district  the  chalk  is  the 
uppermost  rock  in  resjiect  ot  geological  position,  and 
forms  nearly  the  whole  ot  the  Yorkshire  \Volds,  on  the 
edge  ot  which  Beverley  is  situated. 

BOPELATTON. 

According  to  the  Census  of  1911  the  jiopulation  of 
Beverley  was  10,654.  d’he  estiniaied  po])ulation  toi-  1910 
is  10,700. 

SOCIAL  ( 'ONI )IT IONS.

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The  average  rainfall  in  Beverley  for  the  past  45 
years  is  25.81  indies,  so  that  the  rainfall  for  1913  has 
lieen  2.92  below  the  average.  The  rainfall  has  varied 
(luring  the  45  years  from  10.94  inches  in  1873  to  37.56 
inches  in  1912. 

It  is  very  remarkable  that  the  rainfall  for  four  of 
Ihe  summer  months  of  1912  was  the  highest  for  the  past 
45  years,  viz.,  18.75  inches,  and  that  the  rainfall  for  four 
of  the  summer  months  of  1913  is  the  lowest  for  the  same 
period,  viz.,  2.89  inches,  two  succeeding  summers  pro- 
duce the  opposite  extremes.  It  is  even  more  remarkable 
that  in  June,  July,  and  August,  1912,  15.58  inches  tell, 
while  in  the  same  three  months  ot  1913  only  1.70  tell. 

There  is  little  to  remark  upon  the  weather  of  1913. 
The  outstanding  feature  was  the  summer  drought,  but  it 
was  not  a hot  summer  like  1911,  the  temperature  was 
rather  low,  July  particularh*  so.  The  thermometer 
never  reached  80  degrees  during  the  whole  year,  the 
highest  being  79  on  the  -hd  August.  The  loAvest 
temi)erature  during  the  year  was  18  degrees  on  the  5th 
December.  About  3^  inches  of  snoAv  fell  in  January,  1 
inch  in  March,  3 inches  in  December,  and  a lieavy  snow- 
storm occurred  on  the  11th  April.

^riie  Water  Supply  of  the  Town  is  derived  from  three 

sources : — ... 

1.  The  Corporatiou  Waterworks. 

2.  Public  Pumps. 

d.  Private  Pumps. 

THE  CURPORATIOA  W ATER  WORKS. 

The  W^aterworks  are  situated  in  tlie  Paris})  ol 
Jleverley  Parks,  South  W'est  of  Westwood.  Tliey  staod 
158  feet  6 inches  above  Ordnance  Datum. 

The  existing  worics  consist  of  two  iianci)sliire  Poilers. 
two  compound  Steam  Engines,  driving  two  set.s  of  three 
tlirow  deep  well  pumps,  also  a Gas  Engine  driving  one 
set  of  three  throw  deep  well  pumps,  wliiclj  alone  :ire 
capable  of  pumping  35,000  gallons  of  water  per  liour. 

The  water  is  ol)taiued  from  two  wells  190  feet  dee]) 
by  9 feet  diameter,  which  are  connected  l)y  a 6 feet  l)y 
4 feet  6 inches  adit  driven  througli  tlie  chalk;  flie 
pumping  level  of  the  water  varies  from  120  feet  to  100 
feet  deep  according  to  the  dryness  of  the  season. 

A service  reservoir  is  provided  with  a capacity  of 
550,000,  which  is  equal  at  the  present  time  to  al)out  one 
and  a half  day’s  supply.  The  water  is  supi)lied  from  the 
reservoir  to  the  Town  bv  gravitation. 

During  1911  the  Corporation  erected  a mechaiiicol 
filtration  plant,  consisting  of  five  8 feet  diameter  Bell’s 
Filters  at  a cost  of  about  £2,000.  These  are  capable  of 
dealing  with  400,000  gallons  in  12  hours,  and  liave  been 
continuously  at  work  since  January  10th,  1912. 

The  filtration  medium,  which  consists  of  graded 
sand,  is  washed  free  from  impurities  every  48  hours. 

The  quantify  of  water  supplied  during  the  vear  was 
128,728,000  gallons. 

Over  one  half  of  the  houses  in  the  'Pown  now  take 
(heir  supply  from  the  \\  aterworks,  the  number  of  houses 
supplied  being  1,704  as  compared  with  1,622  in  1912. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  })ermdi('ally 
during  the  year  for  analysis,  and  the  reduclion  of 
bacteria  obtained  by  the  filters  has  been  upwards  of  f)0%  : 
the  pathogenic  germ  Bacillus  Coli  Ims  not  been  found 
in  100  cubic  centimeters  of  the  filtered  wafer.

d’he  Sewerage  Disposal  AVorks  are  situated  at  the 
side  of  the  Peverley  Beck,  about  half  a mile  from  the 
Piver  Hull.  They  consist  of  Engine  House,  Pump 
Poom,  etc.,  with  two  gas  engines  driving  three  centrifu- 
gal pumps,  which  lift  the  sewerage  from  the  high,  and 
tow  level  .systems  of  .sewers  into  the  tanks.  There  aie 
eight  of  these  ])recij)itation  tanks;  they  are  constructed 
ot  brickwork,  and  are  40  feet  0 iiudies  by  40  Feet  0 inches 
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liy  5 i'eet  U inches  in  size,  g'iviuK  '>  per  liiiik  of 

5(3,000  gallons.

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitai’}^  conditions  of  the  Scliools  in  the 
Borough  has  continued  to  l)e  satisfactory.  All  the 
Schools  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Corporation 
Waterworks. 

Prevention  of  the  spread  oe  infectious  diseases  : 
When  a scholar  or  any  member  of  his  household  is 
notified  to  be  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  the 
teachers  concerned  are  informed,  and  the  child  and  tlie 
rest  of  the  cliildren  of  the  family  attending  School  are 
excluded  until  tire  patient  is  free  from  infection.  In 
all  cases  of  diph.theria  swabs  from  the  throats  of  all 
children  are  examined  before  they  are  re-admitted. 

Non-notifiari.e  diseases: — The  only  one  prevalent, 
during  the  year  has  been  whooping-cough.  AVhenever 
these  cases  are  notified  by  the  Head  Teachers  they  are 
visited  by  the  Health  Visitor,  Avho  advises  where  medical 
attention  is  required. 

Medicai.  Inspection: — 'I'he  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  the  School  Medical  ( ffficer,  and  in  this  way 
the  two  services  are  co-ordinated.  The  Health  Visitor 
is  also  the  School  Nurse. 

During  the  year  74G  children  were  examined,  and  of 
this  number  38  or  5.0%  were  found  to  be  dirty.  As  a 
dirty  child  implies  a dirty  home,  the  attention  of  the 
Sanitary  Ins])ector  is  drawn  to  them,  and  a visit  made 
to  the  house. 

The  full  details  of  the  examinations  are  g'iven  in  the 
Annual  Eeport  of  fhe  School  Medical  Officer. 
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FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

15  informal  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  Borough 
Aualyst  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 
12  of  these  samples  were  certified  to  be  genuine ; e‘l  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  formal  samples  taken  on 
subsequent  occasions  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

THE  VETEEIKAEY  INSPECTOE’S  EEPOET 
on  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals')  Acts,  etc.,  for  1913. 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Acts  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1913. 

During'  that  period  the  only  scheduled  disease 
l)revalent  in  the  Borough  was  Swine  Eever,  of  which  5 
outbreaks  have  occurred,  being  a considerable  decrease  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

DAIEIES,  MILKSHOPS,  AND  COWSHEDS. 

During  the  year  the  Dairies,  Milkshops,  and  Cow- 
sheds have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  have  generally 
been  found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughterhouses  have  been 
c(mstantly  visited,  and  the  carcases  of  1,344  beasts,  2,162 
sheep,  and  790  i)igs  have  been  inspected. 

I have  also  inspected  the  Market  Stalls  and  Eoreign 
Meatshops. 

5 entire  beasts’  carcases  and  parts  of  5 others,  2 
pigs,  and  1 sheep  were  destroyed,  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  All  the  beasts  seized  were  tubercular, 
except  one  which  was  emaciated.  The  pigs  and  sheep 
had  pneumonia  with  emaciation. 

There  have  been  many  other  slight  cases  of  localised 
tuberculosis  in  beasts  where  the  affected  portions  only 
were  destroyed.

I’lie  siiliject  of  li()ii.siiio'  luis  offii])io(l  a very  coiisider- 
able  part  of  the  time  and  attention  ot  tlie  Sanitary 
Authority.  In  an  old  town  like  Beverley  there  must 
necessarily  he  a large  number  of  cottages  wJiich  do  not 
conform  to  the  present-day  standard,  and  during  the  past 
year  46  of  these  have  been  inspected.

d’hese  cases  occurred  in  two  households.  One  was  a 
child  attending  a private  school,  and  the  other  was 
below  school  age. 

There  was  no  death  from  this  disease,  and  there  have 
only  been  two  deaths  due  to  it  in  the  past  thirteen  years. 


DIEHTHEEIA. 

T'here  were  12  cases  notified  during  the  year,  as  com- 
pared with  19  in  the  preceding  year,  and  an  average  c)f 
d9  for  the  five  years  ending  1912. 

1’hese  cases  occurred  in  10  households  ,and  9 of  these 
were  children  attending  Elementary  Schools  of  the 
Eorough.  Two  were  children  too  young  for  school 
attendance,  and  one  was  an  adult. 

No  case  proved  fatal.

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MEANS  OF  PREVENTING  MORTALITY 
IN  CHILDBIRTH  AND  IN  INFANCY. 

The  Midwives  Act,  1902,  is  administered  by  tlie 
County  Council.  There  are  two  registered  midwives 
practising  in  the  town.  One  midwife  was  removed  from 
the  Register  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age 
was  20,  as  oomi)ared  with  25  in  the  previous  year,  and  4^5 
in  1911.  Of  tliis  nund)er  11  occurred  in  the  first  week 
of  life,  and  19  within  six  montlis  of  birtli. 

Tlie  mortality  ])er  1,000  l)irtlis  registed  was  OG,  as 
compared  with  77  in  the  previous  year,  and  120  in  1911. 
The  rate  for  England  and  AVales  for  tlie  j^ear  was  109. 

The  chief  cause  of  death  was  iiremaiure  birth,  to 
which  5 deaths  were  attributed.  The  remaining  deaths 
were  due  to  congenital  malformations  2,  atrojihy  2,  con- 
vulsions 3,  diarrlnea  3,  gastritis  1,  bronchilis  1.  and 
over-lying  2. 

During  the  year  313  births  were  notified,  and  293 
of  these  were  visited  by  the  Health  Visiioi'.  3’he  tolal 
number  of  visits  made  was  2976.

Tile  accoDimodutioii  at  the  Health  Visitor’s  Office  is 
\ery  scanty,  and  it  would  be  a great  help  if  larger 
premises  could  be  obtained.  Her  work,  both  in  this 
caiKicity  and  in  that  of  School  Nurse,  will  tend  to 
increase  every  year,  and  the  present  arrangement  will 
not  be  sufficient.  It  could  with  advantage  be  combined 
with  a School  Clinic. 

In  some  towns  the  Health  Visitor  acts,  by  an 
arrangement  made  with  the  Hoard  of  Ouardians,  as 
Infant  Protection  Officer,  and  it  is  an  arrangement 
wliich,  in  my  opinion,  would  serve  a very  useful  inirpose. 

Epidemic  diarrhoea  was  not  very  prevalent  during 
the  summer  of  1913,  but  it  accounted  for  3 deaths — one 
of  which  was  a child  who  was  brought  from  a canal-boat 
at  Leven,  and  died  the  same  day. 

It  is  essential  that  parents  should  learn  the  necessity 
of  keeping  all  food  covered,  in  order  to  prevent  con- 
tiiniination  by  flies.  All  garbage  should  oe  burnt  instead 
of  putting  it  in  the  dustbin,  and  stable  manure  should 
be  removed  as  frequently  as  possible. 

It  would  be  well  if  parents  would  realise  the  foolish- 
ness of  giving  children  under  nine  months  of  age  any 
other  food  than  milk,  unless  ordered  to  do  so  bv  the 
doctor.

DEATHS. 


During'  the  year  18G  deaths  were  registered  in  the 
llorough.  From  this  total  must  be  deducted  8 deaths  of 
non-residents,  Avhile  14  deaths  of  residents  occurrijig 
elsewhere  must  be  added  to  it. 

The  Nett  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the  llorough 
number  192,  giving  a crude  death-rate  of  14.04  per 
1,000.  This  crude  rate  muliiplied  by  the  Eegistrar- 
(Teneral’s  factor  for  correction  gives  a corrected  death- 
rate  of  11.92  per  1,000. 

The  death-rate  was  much  below  the  previous  year, 
and  with  one  exception  is  the  lowest  on  record. 

There  was  a diminution  in  the  number  of  dejiths 
from  bronchitis,  congenital  debility  and  diarrhfxni ; whilst 
tliere  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
cancer,  pneumonia,  nephritis. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  enteric  fever,  measles 
and  influenza. 

ddiere  were  29  deaths,  including  residents  and  non- 
residents, in  Public  In.stitutions  within  the  llorough  : 
this  represents  15.5  ])er  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  in  the 
Porough. 

Tliere  were  87  deaths  at  the  ages  of  65  and  up- 
wards. In  the  previous  year  there  were  81.  ddie  chief 
causes  were  heart  disease  23,  cancer  12,  and  bronchitis 
6.  24  deaths  were  attributed  to  senility.
